history shows that the almanac Is en-

tirely correct The first change In the
reigning house niter the Conquest
came at the accession of Henry II
who claimed through his mother the
Empress Matilda and was the first of
the Plantageneta After the Wars of
tho Roses Henry Earl of Richmond
claimed the crown by right of his
mother Margaret Beaufort great
granddaughter of John of Gaunt be-

came the first of the Tudors his father
being originally a Welsh gentleman
named Tudor

The Stuarts came In through a wom-
an the daughter of Henry VII and
did not carry on the Tudor
name nor did George of Hanover
when he gained the British throne by
right of his grandmother Elizabeth
daughter of the first English Stuart
continue to represent the house of his
grandfathers he was the first Hano-
verian to reign in England Each in-

coming house though claiming through
a daughter of Its predecessor gave its

name to its sovereigns It is strict-
ly correct historically therefore that
the line should change with the death
of Queen Victoria and that the succes-
sion of foreign Kings of Great Britain
should bo continued by a ruler of ibo
